C 
parative figures for 1961 and 1962 are also provided. 
CONSUMER CO-OPERATIVES have had another record year, with sales close to 
$54 million. This is an increase of $10.5 million over 1962, with 113 stores re- 
porting. Substantial increases in sales are reported in a large percentage of the 
stores, with the Calgary Co-op leading the field, in Supermarket sales, and the 
U. F, A. Co-operative showing an increase of $2.5 million in farm supplies and petroleum. 

_LIVESTOCK Sales show a decrease of about $3 million, due mainly to a large decrease in the 

number of hogs marketed, anda slight decrease in the number of sheep marketed. 

LIVESTOCK FEEDERS show a decrease again this year in spite of a $1.5 million increase in 

loans, and an increase of cattle going into feed lots. Due to drought conditions in the South 

the largest organization, Lethbridge Central Feeders, show a decrease of about $2 million. 

DAIRY and POULTRY - There is an upward trend here again of over $1 million 

in spite of a substantial decrease in butter production of 4.9%. This was offset 

by an increase in sales of butter and evaporated milk by the Central Pool, as 

well as another significant increase in broiler production in the Province even 

though there was a decrease in price. 

The acquiring of the Wm. Scott Company in Vancouver by Alberta Poultry Marketers, with 

increased sales, has also helped this increase. 

GRAIN and SEED sales and revenue are up $8 million over last year, with farm deliveries up 

by 32, 000, 000 bushels. The Alberta Wheat Pool, and the United Grain Growers, got alarge 

share of the 171,000,000 bushels delivered to the country elevators. Devaluation of the 

Canadian dollar continued to show its effects in increased dollar volume, as 

well as the "windfall'' sales to Asia which have amounted to about 120, 000, 000 

bushels. There was an increase of seven seed cleaning plants, bringing the 

total to fifty-five. The fifty-two active plants cleaned over 10, 000, 000 bushels 

of grain, toa seed standard. 

SUNDRY - The increase inthis group of $3 millionis again due to the increased 

. sales by Federated Co-operatives Limited. . 

ELECTRICAL (REA) ASSOCIATIONS - A slight increase is shown here in spite of a rate reduc- 

tion for the heavier users and a small general reduction in the Peace River area. Three new 

associations were incorporated. The total estimated cost of all construction during the year 

was $2, 629, 370. 

CREDIT UNIONS continue to grow on a sound basis, showing a 16.16% increase in assets and 

a 14.96% increase in share savings. There were only four new.credit unions.formed,..but.._.____

Guaranteed loans have assisted 16,090 farmers install power since 197. 
Of these only two financed under guarantee in 1963. 


Since the first rural electrification loan was granted in 197, a total 
of $6,78),464.85 has been guaranteed by the Provincial Treasurer. Of this 
amount only $7,856.08 was written off in 1963 covering the balances of 8 loans 
for 10 members of 7 associations. Since the inception of these guaranteed 
loans a total of $15,12h.2 has been written off. This sum covers 20 members 
of 14 rural electrification associations. Recovery of $766.05 has been 
achieved since writeoff. 


REFINANCING 


A total of 576 members refinanced their existing Revolving Fund or 
Guaranteed loans in 1963, and thus brought them into good standing. Of this 
number only 5 were refinanced from guaranteed loans, further indicating 
that most of the accounts which can be brought into good standing by this 
. means have already done so. 


INCORPORATIONS 


Only one rural electrification association, the Caslan Rural 
Electrification Association Limited, was incorporated in 1963, further 
evidence of the completeness of coverage.

CONSUMER CO-OFERATIVES 


Consumer stores show an increase in sales of over 10 million dollars 
at the retail level for a new high in this regard. 


Retail co-ops continue to modernize and expand. Among new premises 
opened by existing associations are Boyle, St. Paul, and Plamondon. New 
associations commencing business in 1963 were Irricana and Bashaw. Building 
programs in various stages from initial planning to completion within a few 
days are underiay at Brooks, Vermilion, Innisfail, Grande Prairie, Valleyview, 
Mayerthorpe, Rocky Mountain House, and Barrhead. 


One consumer Co-operative at Irricana, and one oil marketing co-op at 
Iron Springs were incorporated in 1963. 


FEDERATED CO-OPERATIVES LIMITED 


For the first time in its history Federated had sales of over 
$103,000,000.00. Of this, $17,000,000.00 was in Alberta, up $,000,000.00 
from 1962. 


UNITED FARMERS OF ALBERTA CO-OPERATIVE 


1963 marked another high in sales and surplus for this Co-op. Sales 
of over 184 million dollars were up 14.1% from 1962. A patronage dividend 
of 11.3% on petroleum products and 6.75% cash rebate to farm Locals on 
farm supply purchases was declared. 


1959 deferred dividends of $339,230.00 were paid out in 1963. 


New agencies were opened at Barons, Smoky Lake, Arrowwood, Drayton 
Valley, Iron Springs, Rosebud, Innisfree and Trochu. Bulk plants at 
Claresholm, Lacombe, and Provost were rebuilt during the year. A great 
deal of other modernization work at many other points was also accomplished 


in 1963. 


Total assets are $7,672,000.00 with members' equity being 
#5,565,000.00 or 725%. 


SEED AND GRAIN 


The Alberta Wheat Pool and United Grain Growers Limited each 
enjoyed a very successful year. Forage crop and oil seed handlings were 
on a better price basis than in 1962, and this was reflected in better 


returns to the producers. 
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SEED CLEANING PLANTS ny 


The 49th and 50th seed cleaning plants were opened in Granum and 
Gibbons in 1963. Total grain cleaned was over 11 million bushels, an increase 
of 1.3 million from 1962. Over 10.2 million bushels of seed were cleaned, 

, million bushels treated with fungicide for smut control and 866,000 bushels 
treated for wireworm control. 


The average cleaned for the 8 plants which operated in 1963 was 232,02, 
an increase of 7735 bushels per plant over 1962. 


Four seed cleaning co-ops were incorporated in 1963. 


FARMING 


Co-operative farms and grazing associations are now grouped under this 
heading. Three co-operatives were incorporated in 1963. Silver Slope 
Co-operative Association Limited was incorporated as a farm project to 
develop homestead land. 


Two grazing co-operatives were incorporated to negotiate for grazing 
leases. 


LIVESTOCK MARKETING 


Two new groups were chartered late in 1963. One of these incorporations 
set up an association to provide facilities which were previously available 
before Veregin Stockyards went into bankruptcy. It is anticipated that 
several shipping associations may be set up to provide shipping facilities 
previously offered by this bankrupt firm. 


Two co-ops in the Peace River area amalgamated as Peace River Livestock 
Co-operative Limited. 


ALBERTA LIVESTOCK CO-OFERATIVE 


Livestock handlings through ALC were $37.6 millions, down $7.2 millions 
from 1962. Surplus was $1,200.00, down $31,800.00 from 1962. 


FEED ASSOCIATIONS 


Two feeder associations were incorporated in 1963, at Barrhead and 
Delburne. Two associations in the Okotoks area amalgamated as the Okotoks 


and District Feeder Association Limited. 
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DAIRY AND POULTRY Te 


The large dairy and poultry co-operatives continue to provide an 
essential service in returning the maximum percentage of the consumer's 
dollar to the producer, 


Central Alberta Dairy Pool had an outstanding year with sales of over 
$15.6 millions (up $1.2 million), another all time high. Northern Alberta 
Dairy Pool had sales of $17.8 millions and again provided substantial final 
payments to its shippers, in addition to paying full market prices for 
products at time of receipt. Alberta Poultry Marketers Co-op purchased a 
large poultry plant and hatchery in the Fraser Valley and expanded its 
operations into British Columbia. Alberta Poultry Marketers is the largest 
single handler of poultry in Alberta, and the British Columbia facilities will 
provide access to retail outlets on the Vancouver market. Alberta Poultry 
Marketers had total sales of $10.8 millions. 


Total poultry and dairy marketings through co-operative channels were 
$2.3 millions , up $1.5 millions from 1962. 


ALBERTA HONEY PRODUCERS 


Sales of honey were down over $200,000.00 from the record year of 1962, 
Returns to producers continue to be at a high level and the co-operative is 
providing a very necessary service in acting as a regulator for the honey 
industry. 


ARTIFICIAL BREEDING ASSOCIATIONS 


No new artificial breeding associations were set up in 1963. Lacombe 
and Wetaskiwin amalgamated as Lacombe Artificial Breeding Association Ltd. 
and Camrose amalgamated with Flagstaff as Camrose Artificial Breeding 
Association Limited. 


FIRE PREVENTION 


Three fire prevention associations were registered to bring the total 
to 18. A meeting of all associations and any others interested in rural 
fire protection was held in March 1963 in Red Deer. Representation from 
all parts of the province *ndicated a great deal of interest in the problem. 
A continuing committee was set up and it is anticipated that a central 
organization will be incorporated after the 196), conference. 
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MISCELLANEOUS ot 


Three recreational groups were chartered in 1963. These are - curling 
clubs at Donalda, Mayerthorpe, and Edberg. 


Fourteen sundry co-operatives were chartered to provide facilities for 
water supply, weather modification, trucking, fishing, cattle spraying and 
stack moving. 


The rabbit processing plant at Bassano continues to make progress. The 
volume is growing, and the Calgary market can absorb a great deal more product 
than is presently available, 


Two of the French Canadian development co-ops amalgamated as CARDA of 
Peace River District Limited (Co-operative Agricultural Rehabilitation and 
Development Association). 


Two associations were set up to provide recreational and other services 
in Edmonton and Calgary - "Advantage Through Concord Co-operative (Edmonton / 
Calgary) Association Limited". The Edmonton group have had some internal 
dissension which resulted in the expulsion of the chairman, the firing of the 
manager, and sundry other disturbances. We offered to attempt to mediate their 
disputes but this was not needed as they now appear to have reorganized and be 
operating on an amicable basis. 


INVESTIGATIONS - During the year an investigation was conducted into 
allegations made by a member of the Vegreville West Rural Electrification 
Association Limited; the allegations were found to be without basis in fact 
as the records of the association were found to be satisfactory. 


REQUESTS FOR INCORPORATION - In all cases where requests for incorp- 
oration are made, these are given careful consideration and agreed to 
whenever they appear to be in the best interests of all concerned. 


Every effort is made to maintain the best possible public relations 
at all times.

RECAP OF 1963 


Membership in credit unions in Alberta exceeded the 100,000 mark during 
1963. Total membership is now 102,617, showing an increase of 6,771 since 
the same period last year. 


Alberta Central Credit Union Limited continues to show good progress 
with assets of $,165,659.88. This is an increase of $50),09h.30 during the 
past year. Mr. R.L. Jeffers has been appointed to the position of General 
Manager effective January Ist, 196. Mr. E.J. Ouellette will be the General 
Manager of the Credit Union League of Alberta. Secondary chequing service 
for member credit unions, under bank schedule B is receiving favourable 
approval from the Canadian Bankers Association and should be in operation 
shortly. 


Real Estate holdings by credit unions increased by $219,059.9) during 
the year and now stands at $1,72,633.28. Several very fine buildings were 
opened to add considerable prestige to the movement in the community. 


The supplemental examination program was continued in 1963, with 58 
supplemental completed in conjunction with outside auditors. All Credit 
unions in the province were examined once, with 10 receiving a second 
examination where conditions indicated that extra attention was needed. 


The general growth of credit unions continued in Alberta with nine 
holding over a million dollars of assets. The total assets now stand 
at $7,829,12).2h, which is an increase of #6,655, 400.60 since last year. 


An unfortunate car accident occured in August, with Mr. J.E, Letts 
suffering serious injuries. We are pleased to report that he is making a 
good recovery and is expected back on the job next month.
